SELF-CONSCIOUSNESS. 


'What'shfJl I do to cure self-conscious- 


ness? or porhnpsit is vanity, conceit, or what- 
ever you may call it. I cannot do anvfhiug 
1-lmt brings praise that I do uot go up, up, 


Lill I reach the nineties. And blame, or lack 
of praise, correspondingly sinks me below 
:oro. Is thero any cure or regulator for this 
condition of mind?" This is, in substance. 
Hie contents of quite a long letter, and as the 
experience is oue which will touch, thous- 
ands of your readers, it may be well to say a 
few words on the subject. 


Tho love of praise differs from conceit, 


•which is not so much a desire of praise as a 
consciousness of deserving praise. In phren- 
ology ono is called approbativeness and the 
other self-esteem. Tho first is the root of 
vanity nnd even self-cousciouyuess; tho other 
the root of pride and self-conceit. Both fac- 
ulties ivro uot to be suppressed, but only 
regulated. 


Tho eager desire of praise iimy exist in 


undue activity, and may become tho main 
motive, or, what is the same thing approbn. 
tiveuess may bo tho faculty used instead of 
conscience, honor, reason, etc. 
In nianag- 


iug this most difficult disposition, one should 
avoid all overt and positive seeking for praise. 
Especiallv ought one to havo n conscience, 
or a seuso of honor, which .should prevent 
seeking prnise not deserved, aud praise for 
unworthy things; aud praises from people 
whoso characters should make us unwilling 
to be praised by them. In other words, 
every ono should seek to have before him a 
standard of desert, and ro use his reason mid 
Lionor in not receiving what docs not prop- 
erly belong to him. All traps to havo com- 
i)hmont«, all insidious and remote expedients 
Lo secure attention and commendation, 
should bo watched against vigilantly. 


A great step has been gained when ono 


iins a high standard for himself and meas- 
ures himself on that ideal standard. 
Often 


one will feel that he is praisoworthy, where 
others blame him; and, ill liko manner, he 
.ill tone down tho praise given him, as not 
being fairly deserved. 


No ono need try to shut up tho fountain, 


tr to exterminate tho feeling. 
It will break 


forth in hidden 
ways. Tho only 
true 


courso in, to recognize tho feeling and de- 
tianfl, since it will act, that it shall conform 
itself to things high and noblo. ami not. ford 
upon poor and unworthy elements. 
\\s to self consciousness, wlion one is in 
tho presence of company or before an an- 
dicnco, -wosuspsct that thero is no general 
instruction for itself. Sometimes one is 
cured by becoming used to it; in other 
cases tho affection is enhanced by this vory 
thing 
In aomo tho cultivation of pride is n 


partial remedy; in othors, tho comiug under 
the complete control of tho subject of ono a 
discourno; Hometiincfi a rosolulo action of 
tho will, shutting off tho unworthy tendency, 
will avail. In rnligioiiH services it IH possi- 
ble to many natures to riso so high toward 
Uio invisible and divine, that (ho failing is 
qiiito overcome by tho presence and action 
of superior foelingH. Imt, nftor all, ll.oro 
will bn many cascH in which men mustbenr 
tlio impcr/ootion through lifo, as thoj would 
a difitortfld eye, a maimed l»i»l»- or an un- 
gainly form.—[Now York Indigor.

•landing up like a cuttle, among which grow 
th« gigantic trees, m the branches of which 
the houses of tho nativon nre built. 
Tho 


atoms of these trees lie perf ectly straight mid 
smooth, without a branch, to a height vary- 
iog from fifty fcot to one hundred and llfty 
feet. In the one Captain SimpHon ascended 
the house was just eighty fcot from the 
n 


ud ; one cloie to it wan about one hun- 
tud twenty feet, Tho only means of np- 


protch to these housoa is by a ladder made 
of a creeper suspended from n post within 
th* house, and which of course can bobauled 
up at will. The houses nre most ingeniously 
built and are very mm and Btrong. 
Each 


house will contain from ten to twelve natives; 
ud an ample store of atones is kept, which 
they throw both with slings ana with tho 
hand with great fo;-«o nud precision. At the 
foot of each of theso trees is another hut, in 
which the family usually reside, the tree 
house only being resorted to fit night and 
during times of expected danger.
